Long before the 
hour at which the address was to bo 
given the hall was filled to overflowing 
the well-to-do and business jneii jostling 
with the laborer and the mechanic for a 
convenient seat. Nor was the meeting 
a gathering of Democrats to honor a 
party leader, Republicans £were out in 
forco, 


Promptly at 8 o'clock Mr. Carlisle 


caino forward and waa presented by O. 
K. Long. Ilia recaption should havo 
satisfied the moat expectant. When the 
tremendous npplauao subsided, in hia 
clear, incisive voice, Mr. Carlisle waded 
immediately into hia subject. 


Mr. Carlielo repeated hia argument 


that tho undervalued metal would bo 
driven out of the country by the adop- 
tion of a bimetallic system, ami paid at- 
toutiou to tho claim that thu fall in the 
prico of silver wus duo to demonetiza- 
tion. Ho eniil: 
"It ia insisted, it is claimed that the 


fall in the prico of ailver is attributable 
to thu legislation in 
Gurmauy, the 


United SUtea, France and various other 
countries during and since the year 
ISVIt, and most illogicully ; it is also in- 
sisted that notwithstanding the reduced 
price of that metal is tho result of un- 
friendly action of a great many govern- 
ment!) acting in concert and with a Bet- ' 
tied purpose, thu United States can 
alone restore the value of silver. Of 
course if it required 
tho action of 


twelve or thirteen different governments 
to bring the prico of silver to its pres- 
ent state, it would aeem quite clear that 
no one ot them alone could restore it, 
aa if the depreciation in the value of 
silver aa compared to gold has beon 
caused solely by the adverse legislation 
complained of, it follows that if that 
legislation had never taken place tho 
value of silver aa compared to gold 
would not bo tho same as it waa in 1S72, 
before that legislation occurred. What 
thon would have occurred? What then 
would have been the result? Not a ain- 
glo dollar of full legal tender silver 
would be in circulation in the United 
States at this time or any other time 
since IS72, because at that time tho bul- 
lion contained in the silver dollar was 
worth about 3 per cout more than tho 
bullion contained in the gold dollar and 
thu two cannot circulate together. 


"Tho same law which drove silver out 


of circulation under tho acts of 1KM and 
18:J7 would have kopt it out, and in- 
Hteiul of having in circulation among 
tho people about 303,000,000 legal tender 
silver dollars, aa wo hive now,wo would 
have had none. The fall in the price of 
ailver wna not due to tho legislation 
complained of, but to tin enormous 
overproduction. The average annual 
production of silver in the world during 
tho live years next preceding 1803 was 
about $011,000,000, while in 1893 it waa 
over ¥209,000,000, an increase of 21 pei 
cent, much greater than tho increase of 
business or the population of the world. 
Notwithstanding the fall In silver, silver 
mining continues to be a most prolitable 
industry. While tho farmers and other 
producers aro struggling to live comfort- 
ably, the ownera of ailver mines have 
accumulated enormous fortunes. It i 
not necessary to discuss what might bo 
the effect of the permanent or tempo 
rary establishment of an internationa 
ratio by agreement of the commerc1- 
countriea of the world, because the fi 
coinage people repudiate the augges 
tion that any other nation should b 
consulted, nml all that is necessary i 
for tho United States to proceed inde 
pendently at once. 
"If the tiac money of a emgle govern 


raent ia sullicient to impart value to 
•coin or any other commodities, perhai: 
theso pentlemen are right, hut the whol 
world has been wrong for thousands o 
years, and all the labor or all tho taxn 
lion to which the people of the worl 
have been subjected in the past has bee 
-unnecessary and unjustifiable. That th 
flat of the government does not mak 
money was illustrated by the history o 
the trade dollar. That was coined free 
of charge and delivered without expense j 
to the owners of bullion, and contained ! 
thirty-six more grains than waa con- 
tained in two halfidollara or four quar- 
ters. It was legal tender for all tiebta 
up to $5, juat aa half-uolUirs and quarters 
•were. The trade dollar, worth more in- 
trinsically, but without the credit of tho 
government, sank to SO cents, white tho 
lean valuable coins were maintained at 
fall par. What happened to the trade 
dollar waa exactly what would happen 
to all other silver dollars if free and un- 
limited coinage were adopted."

HI.ACKHUKS CRITICISES CARLISLE. 


FiiANKKonn, Ky.( June 14.—Senator 


.Blackburn addressed a large audience 
here tonight. 
He said he hoped it

WASHINGTON, June 14.— Attorney Uen- 


eral Harmon has received the following 
letter Ironi tho secretary of state in rola- 
tiou to lilibuaturius expeditions against 
Cuba: 
"It is a matter of current rumor anil 
eweniiiier Droperty that at 
vanoiie 


po'mtB in tlib United States attempts 
aro making byenlietmentof mon, equip- 
ment and arming of vessels and by other 
illegal measures to aid the insurrection 
now in progress in the inland of Cuba. 
While this department IniB not been 
furniahed with tangible evidence con- 
firmatory of such rumors and reports, it 
deems it of great importance that no 
possible opportunity shall be Riven for 
complaints that the government ol the 
United Statea has in any respect fallen 
short of its hill duty to a friendly na- 
tion. It IB respecttullysuggested, there- 
fore, that the United States attorneys 
and marshals for the several districts 
embratiini; tho coaat lino between New 
York and Brownsville have their atten- 
tion called to this question and bo 
to it that the 
ited States are 
specially enjomed to sets I 
neutrality laws of the Unii 
faithfully recoguizad and all violations 
thereof promptly and vigorously prose- 
:utcd."
